PERFORMANCE  AWARDS 

For  competitive  performance  in  the  arts  and  sports. 

General 

1 . Candidates  must  be  residents  of  Alberta. 
(Individuals  may  be  attending  school  in  another 
province  or  country  but  must  return  to  Alberta  to 
compete  in  the  preliminary  competitions  leading  to 
the  Canadian  competition.) 

2.  Candidates  must  have  competed  as  an  amateur 
representing  Alberta  during  the  period  of  December 
1,  1986  to  November  15,  1987,  inclusive. 

Individuals: 

1 . Candidates  must  place  first  in  the  Canadian  national 
competition  (open  class),  or  festival  sanctioned  by 
the  national  governing  body,  where  the  Canadian 
champion  or  winner  is  declared  in  a given  field. 

2.  Canadian  Inter-university  Athletic  Union  or 
Canadian  Colleges  Athletic  Association  champions 
will  also  be  considered. 

3.  Candidates  must  place  first,  second  or  third  (open 
class)  in  an  international  festival,  the  Olympic 
Games,  Commonwealth  Games,  Pan  American 
Games  (for  both  able  and  disabled  bodied  persons), 
World  University  Games,  Stoke  Mandeville  Games 
or  the  world  competition,  sanctioned  by  the 
international  governing  body,  where  the  world 
champion  or  winner  is  declared  in  a given  field. 

4.  An  individual  will  not  receive  an  award  for  a sport 
in  which  he/she  has  been  previously  recognized 
except  where  the  individual  attains  a higher 
standing. 

In  the  event  that  an  individual  has  achieved  the 
criteria  stated  on  at  least  four  occasions,  the 
individual  may  be  considered  for  another  Alberta 
Achievement  Performance  Award.

2.  Canadian  Inter-university  Athletic  Union  or  Canadian 
Colleges  Athletic  Association  champions  will  also  be 
considered. 

3.  Teams  or  groups  must  place  first,  second  or  third  (open 
class)  in  an  international  festival,  the  Olympic  Games, 
Commonwealth  Games,  Pan  American  Games  (for 
both  able  and  disabled  bodied  persons),  World 
University  Games,  Stoke  Mandeville  Games  or  the 
world  competition,  sanctioned  by  the  international 
governing  body,  where  the  world  champion  or  winner 
is  declared  in  a given  field. 

(Two  or  more  individuals  constitute  a team.) 

Teams  achieving  the  above  criteria  will  be  eligible  to 
receive  the  award  on  more  than  one  occasion, 
providing  the  majority  of  members  have  changed  since 
the  team  was  last  recognized. 


SERVICE  AWARDS 

For  individuals  who  have  been  noted  for  exceptional 
service  normally  extending  over  a period  of  ten  or 
more  years,  and  having  broad  impact  of  national, 
provincial  or  wide  regional  significance.  This  service 
will  have  been  performed  in  a voluntary  capacity.
